advertisement of the U.S. Mint to this effect appeared in one of the Boston or other city papers, 
some weeks or months ago. As Ralph J. Squires is believed to be dead and died unmarried and 
his parents are dead — Mrs. White and her brothers would be his heir, and ask this information 
that they may file the proper vouchers to make good their claim. If this letter be directed to the 
wrong official, she respectfully requests that this letter may be referred to the proper office — and 
if the above query is answered in the affirmative, she also respectfully asks that proper blanks 
and instructions may be sent to the undersigned, or to her, to enable her and the other heirs to 
make the necessary proofs.
